The venerable Cardinal Gibbo u s, who 
pro no u nced the benedictio n, was pre­ 
sented, and after an exchange o f greet­ 
ings the president asked the admiral if 
he felt equ al to a general o rdeal o f hand­ 
shaking. 
The hero o f Manila swerved 
fro m the sho ck, explaining that his 
right arm was partially paralyzed fro m 
his experience in New Yo rk. 
“ Let me su ggest to y <u ,” said the 
president, “hereafter yo u shake the 
o ther m an’s hand; do n’t let him shake 
yo u rs.

Of the u avv. o f vo u r great achievement

Tne victo ry at Manila bay 
gu Ve vo n rank with tne mo st distin­ 
gu ished u aval hero es o f all times.

wiifl) o u r merit mo st in tlie brilliant 
victo ry which yo u achieved in a battle 
fo u ght witli the u tmo st gallantry au d 
skill, waged witho u t erro r, au d cro wned 
with o verwhelming su ccess. It was 
still mo re in the nerve with which yo u 
sailed fro m Ho ngko ng to Manila harbo r;

“ By au tho rizing the presentatio n o f 
I this swo rd to yo u as a mark o f its ap- 
j pro val, yo u r co u ntry has reco gnized 
therefo r no t o nly the great fru its which 
even befo re retu rning fro m yo u r victo ry 
yo u have po u red into her lap, bu t also 
her respo nsibility to discharge the great 
tru st which is thu s pu t u po u her and 
fu lfill the destiny o f her o wn gro wth 
au d o f the empire that is no w her 
charge. 
It is a new demand u po n all 
the reso u rces o f her co nscience, wisdo m 
and co u rage.” 
President McKinley, iu handing the 
•wo rd to Admiral Dewey, said: 
“ Admiral Dewey, fro m the time o f 
yo u r entrance into New Yo rk harbo r 
with yo u r gallant crew and gallant ship, 
the peo ple o f the Uu ited States with o ne 
vo ice have welco med yo u with lo ve au d 
gratitu de. I am pro u d to add my vo ice 
to the o thers. 
There was no flaw in 
yo u r victo ry at Manila. 
There wiil be 
no faltering in maintaining it.” 
When tne 
president spo ke 
tho se 
wo rds there was a deafening thu nder o f 
applau se that lasted fo r several min­ 
u tes. 
The president then Handed the swo rd 
to the admiral “in the name o f the 
peo ple o f the Uu ited States.” 
The admiral, iu ao cepting the swo rd, 
said: 
“I thank yo u , Mr. President, I thank 
the serretary o f the navy, I thank the 
co ngress that vo ted me this priceless 
gift, au d I thank rhe peo ple o f the 
United States, who se gift it is.

Co lo nel Daggett’s fo rce spread alo ng 
the ro ad tro m Baco o r to Imu s, and 
three co mpanies o f the Fo u rth regi

Ho llis, 
were 
thro wn o u t fro m Imu s, the two co m­ 
ma nils fo rming a ju nctio n. The en 
tire line cro ssed the river and dro ve the 
Filipino s fro m the trenches to the west­ 
ward, thro u gh rice fields and thickets. 
The marines, who se services were ten 
dered by Admiral Watso n, cro ssed the 
the river near the bay, fo rming a part 
o f the line o f advance. 
Befo re the fo rward mo vement was 
begu n the American artillery shelled 
the enemy ’s po sitio n. The o nly Ameri­ 
can casu alty was the wo u nding o f a 
lieu tenanto i artillery. Several wo u nded 
Filipino s were attended by Su rgeo n 
Majo r Penro se and members o f the am­ 
bu lance co rps. 
A nu mber o f priso ners 
were taken. 
General Lawto n, while riding u p the 
ro ad to Imu s, was the target fo r many 
sho ts. 
The telegraph line was cu t at a bend 
in the ro ad co minau ded by the enemy’s 
trenches, 100 yards distant, and when 
Lieu tenant Cu nningham, with a repair 
party, appeared to resto re the wires two 
men and Lieu tenant 
Cu nningham’s 
ho rse were sho t. 
Lien » « nan t McUlo s 
key tlieu bro u ght a gu n >d Riley’s bat­ 
tery into the o pen, and, training it o n 
the trench, dispersed the Filipino s with 
two well aimed sho ts. 
Captain Po o re o f the Sixth infantry 
attacked the iu su rgeu ts o n Su nday in a 
new trench wbicli they had co u stru ctec 
near Tabu an, island o f Negro s, anc, 
scattered them.

with overwhelming success.

was 
still more in the nerve with which you 
sailed from Hougkong to Manila harbor; 
in the spirit of your conception of at­ 
tack; in your high commanding confi­ 
dence as a leader who had weighed 
every risk aud prepared for every emer­ 
gency, and who had also that unfalter­ 
ing determination to win, m d that ut­ 
ter treedom from the thought or possi­ 
bility of swerving from his purpose, 
which are the very assurances of vic­ 
tory. 
“ By authorizing the presentation of 
this sword to you as a mark of its ap­ 
proval, your country has recognized 
therefor not only the great fruits whioh 
even before returning I rum your victory 
£ 
ou have poured into her lap, but also 
er responsibility to discharge the great 
trust which is thus put upou her aud 
fulfill the destiny of her own growth 
and of the empire that is now her 
charge. 
It is a new demand upon all 
the resource* of her conscience, wisdom 
and courage.” 
President McKinley, in handing the 
■word to Admiral Dewey, said: 
“ Admiral Dewey, from the time of 
your entrance into New York harbor 
with your gallant crew and gallant ship, 
the people of the United .States with one 
voice have welcomed you with love aud 
gratitude. 
I am proud to add my voioe 
to the others. 
There was no flaw in 
your victory at Manila. 
There will be 
no faltering in maintaining it.” 
When the 
president spoke 
those 
words there was a deadening thunder of 
applause that lasted for several min­ 
utes. 
The president then handed the sword 
to the admiral “in the name of the 
people of the United States.” 
The admiral, in accepting the sword, 
•aid: 
“I thank you, Mr. President, I thank 
the secretary of the navy, I thank the 
congress tiiat voted me this priceless 
gift, and I thank the people of the 
united States, whose gift it is. I prom­ 
ise that it shall remain in my family 
forever, aud shall serve as an object les­ 
son to teach my children’s children that 
republics are not ungrateful.” 
After the ceremony while the polios, 
prior to the troops getting in motion, 
were forcing the crowd back to give a 
deal* passageway across tile plaza, there 
were demands from the crowd to “hold 
up the sword.” 
Admiral Dewey lifted 
it aud then it was raised again by oue 
of the committeemen. 
Upou the latter 
putting it down, Admiral Dewey, at 
the request of a photographer, perched 
on a stepladder nearby, held die sword 
in both hands while the camera was 
snapped. 
The admiral and the president then 
seated themselves and conversed ani­ 
matedly. The former was facing south, 
aud he noticed a little girl, probably 4 
vears old, in the crowd, near the stand, 
kissing her hand to him. 
In an instant 
his face was aglow and he waved both 
hands to the young one. 
The admiral and the president were 
also joined in the stand by Secretary 
Long, Secretary Hay, Secretary Hitch­ 
cock, Attorney General Griggs, Post­ 
master General Smith, Secretary Root 
aud ex-Secretary Aiger. 
The Olympia men who had been 
placed at points of vantage wheuoe they 
could see their chief honored, marched 
across the plaza to take the plaoe of 
honor at the right of line, aud were 
greeted with continuous cheering. 
Admiral Dewey, the president aud 
the others in the part y remained stand­ 
ing during the passing of the troops. 
The admiral touched his chapeau to 
each organization and removed it in 
salutation to everv flag, 
He Mapped 
his hands when the district national 
guard came into view. 
In the roar of the Olympia’s men 
marched detachments from the Machias, 
the Marietta and the Iowa, and the fa­ 
mous black goat, which is the Iowa’s 
mascot, trotted along with the jackies 
with most amusing importance.

Imits, Luzon, Oct. 4 .—General Law­ 
ton dispersed the insurgents, driving 
them to the westward. 
The purpose of 
the rebels was to cut the communication 
maintained between Bacoor and Imus 
by means of the road between those 
places at a point between Imus and the 
east bauk of the river. 
The insurgents 
had trenches along the west bank, com­ 
manding the open spaces. 
A force of 
1,600 rebels attacked Imus and 600 pro­ 
ceeded against Baooor, with detach­ 
ments along the river. 
The statement that Major Price asked 
Admiral Watson to send the gunboats 
to Ilia support in the recent engagement 
of his regiment in the vicinity of linns 
is incorrect. 
Colonel Daggett's force spread along 
the road from Bacoor to Imus. and 
three companies of the Fourth regi­ 
ment, under

thrown out from Imus, the two com­ 
mands forming a junction. 
The en­ 
tire line crossed the river and drove the 
Filipinos from the trenches to the west­ 
ward, through rice fields and thickets. 
The marines, whose services were ten­ 
dered by Admiral Watson, crossed the 
the river near the bay, forming a part 
of the line of advance. 
Before the forward movement was 
begun the American artillery shelled 
the enemy’s position. 
The only Ameri­ 
can casualty was the wounding of a 
lieutenant of art illery. Several wounded 
Filipinos were attended by Surgeon 
Major Penrose and members of the am­ 
bulance corps. 
A number of prisoners 
were taken. 
General Lawton, while riding up the 
road to Imus, was the target for many 
shots. 
The telegraph line was cut at a bend 
in the road commanded by the enemy’s 
trenches, IOO yards distant, and when 
Lieutenant Cunningham, with a repair 
party, appeared to restore the wires two 
men and 
Lieutenant 
Cunningham’s 
horse were shot. 
Lieiumiant McClos- 
key then brought a gun of Riley’s bat­ 
tery into the open, and, training it on 
the trench, dispersed the Filipinos with 
two well aimed shots. 
Captain Poore of the Sixth infantry 
attacked the insurgents on Sunday in a 
new trench which tney had constructed 
near Tabuan, island of Negros, and 
scattered them. 
The Americans took 
one prisoner and captured 12 rifles, 6,000 
cartridges and a quantity of rice and 
hospital supplies.

Dewey passed inside w ith Flag Lieu­ 
tenant 
Brumby and Flag Secretary 
Caldwell, the adm iral was enthusiastic­ 
ally cheered. 
R ear Adm iral Schley 
was given a sim ilar 
ovation. 
The 
guests passed into the East room,whence 
they proceeded to the W hite House cor­ 
ridor, which served as the state dining 
room, the usual room being too small 
for the purfHise. 
The decorations in the 
comfier and dining room were ex­ 
quisite.

VV lieu the secretary began his ad­ 
dress the .-un was siukiug directly iu 
Admiral Dewey’s eyes, aud w ithout his 
Bat ne w'wh ut. its mercy. 
The secretary 
quietly inserted iii his address a low' 
aside; “ Admiral, turn your chair a 
little; 
we don’t 
w ant to have you 
bbud.” 
One of the most rem arkable features 
of the eventful day wag the ovation to 
Rear Admiral Schley ou the return of 
the party from the capitol to the W hite 
House. 
His carriage was several num ­ 
bers behind that of the president and 
Admiral Dewey, and received an ova­ 
tion that could be scarcely ranked be­ 
low that accorded to the adm iral him ­ 
self. 
The tum ult grew as the carriage 
proceeded down the avenue, aud the 
crowd surged around it till the horses 
were brought to a foot pace. 
Finally a 
company of the high school cadets came 
to the rescue and formed about the car­ 
riage in a hollow square. 
Thus pro­ 
tected and flanked by a force of police, 
the carriage reached the W hite House 
w ith a long gap between it aud the 
next official guests. 
The venerable Cardinal (ribbons, who 
pronounced the benediction, was pre­ 
sented, aud after an exchange of greet­ 
ings the president asked the adm iral if 
he felt equal to a general ordeal of hand­ 
shaking. 
The hero of Mauila swerved 
from the shock, explaining that his 
rigid arm was partially paralyzed from 
his experience in New York. 
“ Let me suggest to j <u,” said the 
presideut, “ hereafter you shake the 
other m an’s hand; don’t let him shake 
yours. 
You save yourself by not letting 
them get the grasp on you.” 
Secretary Long, wheu he made his 
speech, read extracts from official cor­ 
respondence w ith Dewey, containing 
instructions for him to go to the Phil­ 
ippines and capture or destroy the 
Spanish fleet, and Dewey’s reply thereto, 
six days later, announcing" that the 
w ork had been done w ithout the loss of 
a man. 
“ in those few w ords,” continued the 
secretary, “ w hat a volume of history; 
w hat a record of swift, high, heroic 
discharge of duty. 
You went; you 
saw; you conquered. 
It seems but yes­ 
terday that the republic, full of anx­ 
iety, strained its livening ear to aitch 
the first word from those (listauf islands 
of the sea. 
It came flashing over the 
wires th at May m orning as the sun 
bursts through the clouds, and filled 
every heart with the illum ination of 
its good cheer. 
In the tw inkling of an 
eye, your name was upon every lip; the 
blessing of every American was upon 
your head; aud your country strode in­ 
stantly 
forward, a 
m ightier power 
among the nations of the world. 
As 
we welcome you back, there conies 
back also the vivid picture of th at time, 
w ith all its hopes aud fears, and w ith 
all its sw ift succeeding trium ph and 
glory.” 
Secretary Long then read the act of 
congress authorizing the pur* lias© and 
presentation ut the “ sword ut Honor to 
Commodore George Dewey,” and con­ 
tinued in part as follow's: 
“ It was by 
this solemn enactment, approved by the 
president, that the people ot tho United 
{States made provision lur putting in 
m aterial form one expression of their 
appreciation of your valor as an officer 
ox the navy. of your great achievement 


as their representative in opening the 
d'Mir to a new era in the civilization of 
tile world 
1’iie victory at M anila bay 
gave you rank w ith m e most distin­ 
guished naval heroes of aff times. 
Nor 
wan >our m erit most in the brilliant 
victory which you achieved iu a battlo 
fought with tne utmost gallantry aud 
skill, waged without error, aud crowned 
with overwhelming success. 
It 
was 
still more in the nerve w ith which you 
sailed from Hougkoug to M anila harbor; 
in the spirit of your conception of a t­ 
tack; in your high commanding confi­ 
dence as a leader who had weighed 
every risk aud prepared for every em er­ 
gency, and who had also that unfalter­ 
ing determ ination to win, ..nd th at u t­ 
ter freedom from the thought or possi­ 
bility of swerving from his purpose, 
whicU are the very assurances" of vic­ 
tory. 
“ By authorizing the presentation of 
this sword to you as a m ark of its ap­ 
proval, your country has recognized 
therefor not only the great fruits which 
even before returning lroni your victory 
vou have poured into her lap, b a t also 
Ber responsibility to discharge the great 
trust which is thus put upon her and 
fulfill the destiny of her own grow th 
and of the empire th at is now her 
charge. 
It is a new demand upon ail 
the resourcea of her conscience, wisdom 
and courage.” 
President McKinley, in handing the 
sword to Admiral Dewey, said: 
“ Admiral Dewey, from the tim e of 
your entrance into New York harbor 
w ith your gallant crew and gallant ship, 
the people of the United States w ith one 
voice have welcomed you w ith love and 
gratitude. 
I am proud to add my voice 
to the others. 
There was no flaw in 
your victory at Manila. 
There will be 
no tapering in m aintaining it.” 
W heu tne 
president spoke 
those 
words there was a dealening thunder of 
applause that lasted for several m in­ 
utes. 
The president then Banded the sword 
to the adm iral “ in the name of the 
people of the U nited States.” 
Tne adm iral, in accepting the sword, 
said: 
“ I thank you, Mr. President, I thank 
the secretary of the navy, I thank the 
congress tiiat voted me this priceless 
gift, and I thank the people of the 
United States, whose gift it is. I prom ­ 
ise that it shall rem ain in my fam ily 
forever, and shall serve as an object les­ 
son to teach my children’s children that 
republics are uot ungrateful.” 
After the ceremony while the police, 
prior to the troops getting in motion, 
were forcing the crowd back to give a 
clear passageway across the plaza, there 
were dem ands from the crowd to “ hold 
up the sw ord.” 
Admiral Dewey lifted 
it aud then it was raised again by one 
of the committeemen. 
Upon the latter 
patting it down, Admiral Dewey, at 
the request of a photographer, perched 
on a stepladder nearby, held the sword 
in both hands while the camera was 
snapped. 
The adm iral and the president then 
sealed themselves and conversed a n i­ 
m atedly. The form er was facing south, 
and he noticed a little girl, probably 4 
years old, in the crowd, near the stand, 
kissing lier hand to him. 
In an instant 
his face was aglow and he waved both 
hands to the young one. 
The adm iral and the president were 
also joined in the stand by Secretary 
Long, Secretary Hay, Secretary H itch­ 
cock, Attorney General Griggs, Post­ 
m aster General Sm ith, Secretary Root 
aud ex-Secretary Aiger. 
The Olympia men who had been 
placed at points of vantage whence they 
could see their chief honored, m arched 
aoross the plaza to take the place of 
honor at the right of line, aud were 
greeted with continuous cheering. 
Admiral Dewey, the president aud 
the others in the party rem ained stand­ 
ing during the passing of the troops. 
The adm iral touched his chapeau to 
each organization and removed it in 
salutation to every flag. Ho clapped 
his hands when the district national 
guard came into view. 
In the m r of the Olympia’s m en 
marched detachm ents from the Machias, 
the M arietta aud the Iowa, and the fa­ 
mous black goat, which is the Iow a’s 
mascot, trotted along with the jackies 
w ith most am using importance. 
The 
reviewing party evidently enjoyed this 
feature. 
W hen the review was concluded the 
adm iral and President McKinley and 
others 
entered 
their 
carriages and 
drove off.

I m p s, Luzon, Oct. 4 .—General Law 
ton dispersed the insurgents, driving 
them to the westward.

east bank of the river. 
The insurgents 
had trenches along the west bank, com­ 
m anding the open spaces. 
A force of 
1,600 rebels attacked Im us and OOO pro­ 
ceeded against Bacoor, w ith detach­ 
m ents along the river. 
The statem ent th at Major Price asked 
Admiral W atson to send the gunboats 
to iii* support in the recent engagem ent 
of his regim ent in the vicinity of Im ns 
is incorrect. 
Colonel D aggett’s force spread along 
the road from Bacoor to Iinus. and 
three companies of the Fourth regi­ 
m ent, under 
Captain 
Hollis, 
were 
throw n out from Imus, the two com ­ 
ma inis form ing a junction. 
The en­ 
tire line crossed the river aud drove the 
Filipinos from the trenches to the w est­ 
ward, through rice fields and thickets. 
The m arines, whose services were ten ­ 
dered by Admiral W atson, crossed the 
the river near the bay, form ing a part 
of the line of advance. 
Before the forward movement was 
begun the American artillery shelled 
the enem y’s position. 
The only Ameri­ 
can casually was the wounding of a 
lieutenautof artillery. Several wounded 
Filipinos were attended by Surgeon 
M ajor Penrose and members of the am ­ 
bulance corps. 
A num ber of prisoners 
were taken. 
General Ijawton, while riding up the 
road to lulus, was the target for m any 
shots. 
The telegraph line was cut at a bend 
in the road commanded by the enem y’s 
trenches, IOO yards distant, and w hen 
Lieutenant Cunningham , w ith a repair 
party, appeared to restore the wires two 
men and 
Lieutenant 
C unningham ’s 
horse were shot. 
Lieutenant McUlos 
key thou brought a guu iii Riley’s bat­ 
tery into the open, and, training it on 
the trench, dispersed the Filipinos w ith 
two well aimed shots. 
Captain Poore of the Sixth infantry 
attacked the insurgents oil Sunday in a 
new trench which they had constructed 
near Tabuan, island of Negros, and 
scattered them . 
The Americans took 
one prisoner and captured 12 rifles, 0,000 
cartridges and a quantity of rice and 
hospital supplies.

Several years ago a quiet young 
chap shipped as a machinist in the 
navy aboard the receiving ship Ver­ 
mont at the Brooklyn navy yard. 
Ile 
gave Sail Francisco as his place of 
nativity. Ile was assigned to a cruiser 
about to start for the China station by 
the Suez canal route. 
He was a crack 
mechanic aud very soon showed the 
engineers that he knew how to earn 
his rate and wages. 
He never said 
much about himself. 
He wasn't any­ 
thing of what is called a “man-o’-war 
(haw.” and, although he had been 
tip and down tile world a good deal, 
he let others do the talking.

All of the overtime men 
were talking about their trip around 
from San Francisco to New York by 
passenger steamer. They had all ship­ 
ped tit the Brooklyn navy yard, and 
the navy always sends men to the 
point whence it takes them when they 
enlist unless they “waive transporta­ 
tion 
for the put pose of stopping off 
at au intermediary point. 
It took the ship 14 days to “fetch up” 
Honolulu from Yokohama, aud then 
Beall, tile machinist, had live days yet 
to serve. 
“Are you going to waive transporta­ 
tion and drop off at San Francisco, or 
are you going around to New York 
With us?” I la* men asked him when the 
ship pulled into Honolulu. 
' I‘ou t know yet,” the machinist re­ 
plied. 
After coaling at Honolulu—which 
took 
four days, done leisurely—the 
skipper of the ship decided to take a 
bit of a run around the Hawaiian Is­ 
lands before 
up anchoring for San 
l tancisco. Beall’s time expired on the 
morning that his ship was headed for 
Lahaina, on tin* island of Maili, a lit­ 
tle vail ut about SA miles from Ilono- 
lulii. 
The shi[» dropped her anchor 
" itb in about 3(K) yafds of the.-Lahaina 
bench alon g toward 3 o’clock in tin* 
afternoon. 
The island of Maili is very beautiful 
to look. upon—a veritable gem of the 
ocean, if such a one was ever fashion­ 
ed by tile hand of the creator. Beall, 
Hie machinist, 
was off watch and 
standing on

smoking his pipe. when the ship cast 
ber anchor off Lahaina. 
There was 
some longing in his quiet gray eyes.

4.—The Transvaal 
situation formed the basis of animated 
discu ssion iii the council of the Pan- 
Presbytenau Alliance. 
The controversy 
arose over a resolution introduced by 
Dr. Gyrus Cort of Sabillasville, Md., 
urging arbitration upon tin* govern­ 
ments of Great britain and the Trans­ 
vaal in connection with the present 
crisis. 
Dr. Oort moved that it be sent to the 
business committee, but the motion met 
with vigorous opposition on the part of 
members who objected to giving it any 
recognition whatever. 
A substitute was 
•>ffered postponing the whole subject 
until tomorrow, when the general ques­ 
tion of arbitration will be nuder consid­ 
eration. 
The discussion of the two mo­ 
tions was brief, but very spirited, and 
brought out representatives from the 
two countries interested. Dr. Lang of 
Glasgow and Dr. Mathews of London 
representing great Britain, and Dr. P. 
G. J. Metring of Johannesburg, the 
Transvaal. The vote was 80 to 80 and 
the chairman voted the deciding vote far 
postponement until tomorrow. 
The alliance received standing a let­ 
ter from the secretary to President Mc­ 
Kinley in reply to the letter of the alli­ 
ance to the president on the 9th nit., 
saying that he was authorized by the 
president to assure the alliance of his 
‘'sincere appreciation of the sentiments 
expressed therein.”

One of tile most rem arkable features 
of the eventful day was the ovation to 
Hear Admiral Schley ou the return of 
J he jHirty from the capitol to the W hite 
House. 
His carriage was several num ­ 
bers behind that of the president and 
Adm iral Dewey, and received an ova­ 
tion that could be scarcely ranked lie- 
low that accorded to the ad nil nil liim- 
self. 
The tum ult grew as the carriage 
proceeded down the avenue, aud the 
crowd surged aroam l it till tne horses 
were brought to a foot pace. 
Finally a 
company of the high school cadets came 
Pi tile rescue and Iormed about the car- 
rnigu in a hollow square. 
Thus pro­ 
tected and flanked by a force of police, 
the carriage reached the W hite House 
w ith a long imp between it and tne 
next oirieiul guests. 
I he venerable Cardinal Gibl>ous. who 
pronounced the benediction, was pre­ 
sented, and atter an exchange of greet­ 
ings the president asked the adm iral if 
he felt equal to a general ordeal of hand­ 
shaking. 
The hero of Manila swerved 
from tile shock, explaining that his 
right arm was partially paralyzed from 
his experience IU New York. 
“ Lei 
me suggest to j .u,” said the 
president, “ hereafter you shake the 
or bur m an’s hand; don’t let him shake 
yours. 
You save yourself by not letting 
them get the grasp on you." 
Secretary Long, when he made his 
speech, read extracts from official cor­ 
respondence with Dewey, containing 
instructions for him to go to the Phil­ 
ippines and capture or destroy the 
Spanish fleet, aud Dewey’s reply thereto, 
six days later, announcing that the 
work had been done w ithout the loss of 
a man. 
“ in those few w ords,” continued the 
secretary, “ w hat a volume of history; 
What a record of swift, high, heroic 
discharge of duty. 
You went; yoni 
saw; you coml tiered. 
It seems but yes­ 
terday that tne republic, full of a n i 
iety, straiueu its livening car to catch 
the first word from those distant islands 
of the sea. 
it came flash mg over the 
wires that May morning as the sun 
bursts through the clouds, and filled 
every heart with the illum ination of 
its good cheer. 
In the tw inkling of an 
eye, your uaiue was upon every lip; the 
blessing ot every American was upon 
your head: aud your country strode in­ 
stantly 
forward, a 
m ightier power 
among the nations of the world. 
As 
we welcome you hack, there comes 
back also the vivid picture of that time, 
w ith ail its hopes aud feurs, and with 
all its sw ift succeeding trium ph and 
glory.” 
Secretary Long then read tho act of 
congress authorizing the pun base and 
presentation ot the “ sword of honor to 
Commodore Cl corge Dewey,” urn! con­ 
tinued rn part as follows: 
“ It was by 
this solemn enactm ent, approved by the 
president, that the people of tim United 
M ates made provision for putting in 
m aterial lorui one expression of their 
appreciation of your valor as an officer 
oi the uavv. of vour great achievement 


as their representative iii opening the 
d*M»r to a new era rn the civilization of 
tile win id 
I’iie victory at M anila buy 
g.*vc you ratik with me most distill- 
guisheu naval heroes of all times. 
Nor 
wan your m erit most in the brilliant 
victory which you achieved in a battle 
fought with tile utmost gallantry aud 
skill, waged without error, aud crowned 
w ith overwhelm ing success. 
It 
was 
still more in the nerve w ith which you 
sailed from Hongkong to Manila harbor; 
in the spirit of your conception of a t­ 
tack; in your high commanding confi­ 
dence as a b ader who had weighed 
every risk aud prepared for every em er­ 
gency, aud who had also that unfalter­ 
ing determ ination to win, «nd th at u t­ 
ter freedom from the thought or possi­ 
bility of swerving from his purpose, 
which are the very assurances* of vic­ 
tory. 
“ By authorizing the presentation of 
this sword to you as a m ark of its ap­ 
proval, your country has recognized 
therefor not only the great fruits which 
even before returning lrorn your victory 
you have poured into her lap, but also 
her responsibility to discharge the great 
trust which is thus put upou her aud 
fulfill the destiny of her own grow th 
aud of the empire that is now her 
charge. 
It is a new dem and upou all 
the resources of her conscience, wisdom 
aud courage.” 
President M cKinley, iu handing the 
•word to Adm iral Dewey, said 
“ Admiral Dewey, from the tim e of 
your entrance into New York harbor

w ith your gallant crew and gallant ship, 
the people of the United States with one 
voice have welcomed you w’ith love aud 
gratitude.

W hen tne 
president spoke 
those 
words there was a deateuiug thunder of 
applause that lasted for several m in­ 
utes. 
The president then handed the sword 
to the adm iral “ in the nam e of the 
people of the U nited States.” 
The adm iral, in accepting the sword, 
said; 
“ I thank you, Mr. President, I thauk 
the se* retary of the navy, I thank the 
congress that voted me this priceless 
B 
itt, and I thank the people of the 
bited States, whose gift it is. 
I prom ­ 
ise that it shall rem ain in my fam ily 
forever, and shall servo as an object les­ 
son t o teach m y children ’s children that 
republics are not ungrateful.” 
After the ceremony while Hie polio©, 
prior to the troops getting in motion, 
were farcing the crowd back to give a 
clear passageway across t he plaza, there 
were dem ands trom the crowd to “ hold 
up the sw ord.” 
Admiral Dewey bf ted 
it and then it was raised agaiu by one 
of the comm itteem en. 
Upon the latter 
putting it down, Admiral Dewey, at 
the request of a photograpiier, perched 
ou a stepladder nearby, held eke sword 
in both hands while the camera was i 
snapped. 
Tile adm iral aud the president then 
sealed them selves and conversed a n i­ 
m atedly. The form er was facing south, 
aud he noticed a little girl, probably 4 
{ 
ears old, iu the crowd, near the stand, 
issiiig her hand to him. 
in an instant 
his face was aglow ami he waved both 
hands to the young one. 
The adm iral aud the president were 
also joined in the stand by Secretary 
Long, Secretary Hay, Secretary H itch­ 
cock, Attorney General Griggs, Post­ 
m aster General Sm ith, Secretary Hoot 
and ex-Secretory Alger. 
The Olympia men who had 
been 
placed at points of vantage whence they 
could see their chief houored, inarched 
across the plaza to take the place of 
houor at the right of hue, aud were 
greeted with continuous cheering. 
Admiral Deway, the p r u d e n t aud 
the others iu the party rem ained stand­ 
ing during the passing of the troops. 
Tho adm iral touched his chapeau to 
each organization and removed it in 
salutation to every flag. 
He clapped 
his hands when ins district notional 
guard came into view. 
In the roar of the Olym pia’s men 
marched detachm ents from the Machias, 
the M arietta aud the Iowa. and the fa­ 
mous black goat, which is the Iow a’s 
mascot, trotted along with the jackies 
w ith most am using importance. 
Tile 
reviewing party evidently enjoyed this 
feature. 
W hen the review was concluded the 
adm iral and President McKinley and 
others 
entered 
their 
carriages and 
drove off. 


I MUR, Luzon, Oct. 4.—G eneral Law ­ 
ton dispersed the insurgents, driving 
them to the westward.

Selected bv fbi* Pan-l*iesbyterlan Alli­ 
ance Transvaal «Jue*tlou Cauked 


A n im ated Debate. 


W ashington, Oct. 4.— The Transvaal 
situation formed the basis of anim ated 
discussion in the council of the Pan 
Presbyterian Alliance. 
The controversy 
arose over a resolution introduced by 
Dr. Gyrus Cort of Sabillasville, Md., 
urging arbitration upon th*' govern 
m eats of G reat Britain aud the Trans 
vaai in connection 
with the present 
crisis. 
Dr. Cort moved that it be sent to the 
business committee, but the motion met 
with vigorous opposition on the part of 
members who objected to giving it any 
recognition w hatever. 
A substitute was 
offered 
postponing the whole subject 
until tomorrow, when the general ques- 
tiou of arbitration will be under consid­ 
eration . 
rile discussion of the two mo­ 
tions was brier, but very spirited, and 
brought out representatives from the 
two countries interested. Dr. Lung of 
Glasgow aud Dr. Mathews of London 
representing great Britain, and Dr. P. 
G. 
J . Metring of Johannesburg, the 
Transvaal. 
The vote wits HO to 80 aud 
the chairman voted the deciding vote for 
postponement until tomorrow. 
The alliance received standing a let 
ter from the secretary to President Mc­ 
Kinley in reply to the letter of the alli­ 
ance to the president on the 9th ult., 
saying that he was authorized by the 
president to assure tho alliance of his 
“ sincere appreciation of the sentiments 
expressed therein.” 
The reiKirt of the business com m ittee 
recommended that no formal action be 
taken on Hon. Samuel Sm ith's resolu 
tion condemn mg the growth of saoer 
dotalism in the Anglican cnurch on the 
ground that it was not the custom of 
the council to interfere in the affairs of 
other ch undies. 
The report was adopted 
without debate. 
A recommendation of the business 
com m ittee to the effect that a greeting 
should be sent to Queen Wilheluiina of 
Holland noon her ascension to 
the 
throne as the only Presbyterian sorer 
sign aud as the representative of a long 
line of Protestants, was also adopted.
